Ship Wrecks Lift Bridge 
Over Delaware Canal 


The 160-ft. vertical lift span and the 
north approach span of the du Pont 
Highway crossing of the Chesapeake &

on the morning of Jan. 10 under the

The result was the com- 
plete collapse of the tower and the 
two spans. The bridge, owned by the 
federal government, was built in 1923. 
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First Contract Made 
For Bonneville Power 


Agreement with Cascade Locks 
includes provision to protect scenic 
values of region 


The town of Cascade Locks, Ore., be- 
came the first customer for power from 
the Bonneville development on the 
Columbia River when it executed a con- 
tract Jan. 4 under which the Bonne- 
ville administrator agreed to deliver 
200 kw. to the city for a period of 20 
years at a uniform price of $17.50 per 
kw.-year. It is stipulated that, if the 
city supplies its own transmission line, 
the cost will be only $14.50. 

The town has agreed to put into effect 
as soon as possible retail rates sug- 
gested by the administrator and has 
also agreed to keep rates at a level 
sufficient to pay off all bonds and main- 
tain the system in sound financial con-

Change in Subway Plan 
Saves Chicago $80,000 


The design of the North State St. 
section of the Chicago subway, which 
was pushed through in two weeks in 
order to meet PWA deadlines, has been 
modified at a saving in this half-mile 
section of $81,900. With the consent 
of the Herlihy-Midcontinent Co., con- 
tractors on this section, the width and 
height of each barrel of the tunnel has 
been reduced by 9 in. and the thick- 
ness of the sidewalls by 2 in.; invert 
thickness has been reduced 114 in. The 
new cross-section follows the same de- 
sign as that used in the Clybourne Ave. 
portion of the subway project. 

The reduction in width was made 
possible when new figures on widths of 
cars and space requirements for signals 
were made available. The thickness re- 
duction was secured by closer design 
of the barrel arches.

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New Engineer Union 


To Inspect Buildings 


AFL group of licensed men 


plans labor pressure to force 
inspection 

A group of engineers engaged in 
building inspection work in New York 
City has formed a union known as 
the Supervising Professional Engi- 
neers Union with headquarters at 215 
Montague St., Brooklyn. Edmund J. 
McCormick of Edmund J. McCormick, 
Inc., is president and Frederick Gehrig 
is secretary. McCormick states that an 
AFL charter covering the whole coun- 
try has been granted the union. 

The organization departs radically 
from the normal type of trade union in 
that its chief purpose is to develop 
an enlarged field of activity for its 
members rather than to represent them 
in collective bargaining on matters re- 
lating to pay and working conditions. 

Membership in the union is to be 
limited to licensed professional engi- 
neers with five years experience in 
building inspection work. Graduate 
engineers who are engaged in gaining 
the practical experience required for 
an engineer’s license and who have had 
three years’ experience in some form 
of building work will be taken in as 
assistant inspectors, but will be per- 
mitted to work only under the direction 
of a fully qualified member. 

Minimum wages have been set at $125 
a week for the fully qualified inspec- 
tors an! $75 a week for the assistants. 

Where the owner of the building 
under construction is also the general 
contractor, as is the case with much 
of the speculative building in New 
York, the inspectors will be employed 
by the owner, according to McCormick, 
but where there is a general contract- 
or on the job he will pay the supervis- 
ing engineer. 

This inspection is not to supplant 
the engineers’ or architects’ inspection, 
McCormick states, but is to be supple- 
mental thereto, principal attention be- 
ing given to workmanship, compliance 
with specifications, and difficulties re- 
sulting from poorly drawn specifica- 
tions. 

Asked why an owner or contractor 
would pay for this new form of inspec- 
tion, especially on jobs where the archi- 
tect or engineer has his own inspectors 
on the job, McCormick said: “They 
will have to.” Arrangements have been 
made or are to be made, he says, with 
the AFL building trades unions where- 
by they will refuse to work on jobs un- 
less inspectors from the Supervising 
Professional Engineers Union are em- 
ployed. However, McCormick stated 
that this drastic action would not be 
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taken until the new union had built 
up sufficient membership to meet the 
demand for inspectors which such ac- 
tion would create.

Car Knocks Kansas Bridge 
Off Its Piers 


In an unusual accident, Jan. 1, a pas- 
senger car approaching a bridge across 
the Solomon River at Beloit, Kan., 
struck the side railing of the bridge 
with such force that a section of the 
bridge was knocked from its piers and 
collapsed, plunging bridge and car 
into the river bed. 

The bridge, a 70-ft. steel structure, 
was built in 1897. A section of it was 
blown out in 1905 by a cyclone, but it 
was rebuilt on the old piers.

F. W. Alexander 
moved into the post of assistant chief 
engineer from his present position a: 
engineer of maintenance of way at 
Winnipeg. 

Fairbairn joined the C.P.R. as as. 
sistant engineer in the division engi. 
neer’s office in Montreal and became 
acting division engineer of the Quebec 
district in 1905. The next two years he 
served as division engineer at Toronto 
and at Montreal and became principal 
assistant engineer in the chief engi- 
neer’s office in 1908. Two years later 
he became engineer of maintenance of 
way, and after a year became assistant 
chief engineer. He was appointed to 
the chief engineer’s post from which 
he is now retiring in 1918. 

Fairbairn is a past president of the 
American Railway Engineering Asso- 
ciation and is chairman of the Montreal 
membership committee of the American 
Society of Civil Engineers. He is also a 
past president of the Engineering In. 
stitute of Canada and has served as 
chairman of the advisory committee for 
Canada of the Institution of Civil Engi- 
neers of Great Britain. 

Armstrong graduated in civil engi- 
neering from Cornell University in 1908 
and after four years with the Cleveland- 
Pittsburgh Division of the Pennsylvania 
R. R. became assistant engineer of the 
C.P.R. at Montreal. He became a: 
sistant chief engineer in 1928. He was 
president of the American Railway 
Engineering Association in 1934. 

F. W. Alexander, who will assume 
Armstrong’s post, began his railway 
career in 1897 on the engineering staff 
of the Bangor & Aroostook Railway. 
He joined the C.P.R. six years later 
as a transitman in Saskatchewan, later 
became district engineer there, and in 
1913 became division engineer in Cal- 
gary. Ten years later he was made resi- 
dent engineer of western lines in Van- 
couver and in 1927 became engineer of 
maintenance of way at Winnipeg. 

Also retiring from the Canadian 
Pacific is Frank Taylor, right of way 
and tax agent. Taylor joined the line 
in 1899 as a rodman at Montreal. 
In 1908 he became division engineer at 
North Bay and in 1912 was assigned to 
the post from which he is now retiring. 
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LABOR NOTES 


F OURTEEN machinists, automobile me- 
chanics, and blacksmiths went on 
strike last week at Ruby Dam, when the 
General Construction Co., contractor 
on the project, refused to raise their 
pay from $1.25 to the $1.50 paid the 
electricians and skilled building trades 
workers. Ruby Dam is being built on 
the upper Skagit River by the Seattle 
department of lighting for the genera- 
tion of power. The ultimate height of 
the dam will be 640 ft. 


ALL NINETEEN of the employees of the 
St. Louis waterworks division who were 
suspended after the recent unsuccessful 
strike of operating engineers have been 
permanently dismissed from the city 
service. Seven of the men, who were 
operating engineers, were dismissed 
after hearings, while the remaining 
twelve—oilers, coal passers, and fire- 
men who had joined the operating engi- 
neers union—were dismissed without 
hearing because they were not in good 
standing with the firemens union. 


Army Approves Power 
On New England Dams 


The Secretary of War on Jan. 5 an- 
nounced his approval of installation 
of penstocks for use in possible future 
power developments at three of the 
four flood control projects in New Eng- 
land on which the Federal Power Com- 
mission last month recommended such 
action. (ENR, Dec. 15, 1938, p. 750) 
The three dams approved by the secre- 
tary for possible power development 
are at Franklin Falls, N. H. in the 
Merrimack River basin and at Union 
Village, Vt. and Knightsville, Mass. in 
the Connecticut basin. FTC had also 
recommended installation of penstocks 
at Surrey Mountain, N. H. 

Under the 1938 flood control act, 
approval of both agencies is needed for 
installation of penstocks. 

The secretary announced Oct. 6 that 
the department had made funds avail- 
able for construction of these three 
dams. All preliminary work, including 
subsurface exploration and preparation 
of plans and specifications, has been 
nearly completed, so that the dams may 
be advertised for construction in the 
near future.

FIRST WATER FLOWS THROUGH COLORADO AQUEDUCT 


Worse BEGAN POURING into the Gene 
Wash Reservoir Jan. 7 as the first sec- 
tion of the Colorado River Aqueduct 
went into service. Officials of the

Plant, first of five plants to go into 
service (ENR, Jan. 5, 1939, p. 1), begin 
lifting water 291 ft. from the reservoir 
behind Parker Dam into a 2-mile tun- 
nel which brought it to Gene Wash. 
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Carpenters’ Demand 
For Label Upheld 


Missouri court voids injunc- 
tion against boycott of non-union 
millwork by St. Louis carpenters 


The St. Louis Court of Appeals, a 
state court, has dissolved a lower court 
injunction prohibiting the carpenters 
district council of St. Louis from order- 
ing its affiliated unions to refuse to 
handle millwork not bearing the union 
label. 

The Crescent Planing Mill Co., one 
of about twenty mills in the St. Louis 
area operating on an open shop basis, 
obtained the injunction in 1936. The 
carpenters district council had begun 
enforcing its rule against the use of 
non-union millwork on Jan. 1 of that 
year. The council has long had a 
similar rule against the use of non- 
union cabinet work. 


No malice shown 


In dissolving the injunction, the ap- 
peals court pointed out that “a boy- 
cott implies a combination of several 
persons to cause a loss to a third per- 
son. It is at once apparent, we think, 
the plaintiff's case failed for want of 
proof of an essential element of the 
case, that is, the malicious object and 
purpose on defendant’s part to cause 
injury to plaintiff as a concern with 
which the union had a personal ‘griev- 
ance separate and apart from its con- 
troversy with all the open shop mills.” 

Enforcement of the council’s rule, 
the court found, was neither inspired 
by malice nor was it primarily designed 
to inflict injury on the plaintiff or any 
other company. Rather the rule was de- 
signed primarily to benefit the mem- 
bers of the union, and the members 
were at all times willing to handle the 
firm’s millwork if it obtained the right 
to use the union label. 


No Winter Concreting 
At Grand Coulee 


Tentative plans for continuing con- 
creting work at Grand Coulee dam 
throughout the winter have been 
abandoned. According to the announce- 
ment, it has been agreed that presence 
of curing and wash water would create 
icy conditions which would make the 
work too hazardous. 

The contractor is continuing to pour 
on a reduced schedule in certain blocks 
of the spillway section until about Jan. 
15. At that time it is planned to stop 
all concrete work until early spring, 
probably some time in March. Pour- 
ing in the west power house was 


stopped late in December.

AS THE WHITESTONE BRIDGE appeared during the 2 months of cable spinning. Operations and 
equipment were patterned after those used by the same contractor on the San Francisco-Oakland 
Bridge, as, for example, two-groove spinning wheels and chain-link-fabric footwalks. Notable elements 
of bridge design shown in this view are the rigid frame towers, whose lack of diagonal bracing made 
fabrication and erection unusually easy, and the anchorage shaped to the curve of the cables that it 
incloses and decorated with four flutes or “accordion pleats” to convey the idea that the cable pull 
tends to compress the anchorage as an accordion is compressed. The rather elaborate storm cable sys- 
tem served its purpose admirably in the September hurricane. 





Wan CONSTRUCTION BEGAN in June, 1937 on 
the foundations of the $18,000,000 Bronx-White- 
stone suspension bridge spanning the narrow strait 
that joins the East River with Long Island Sound 
at New York City, engineers and contractors faced 
one of the toughest construction schedules ever 
drawn up. In 24 months, this 2,300-ft. span struc- 
ture, fourth longest in the world, had to be open 
for World’s Fair traffic. 

With just five months of this period left, there 
is no doubt that the completion date will be met. 
Cable spinning was finished Nov. 22, three weeks 
ahead of schedule. Suspender ropes were hung 
before the first of the year and now floor steel 
erection is getting under way. 

Who is responsible for this fast pace? First, 





O. H. Ammann, chief engineer, Allston Dana, engi- 
neer of design, and Aymar Embury II, consulting 
architect of the Triborough Bridge Authority for 
an unusually simple and efficient design. Then, in 
the field, credit goes to Madigan-Hyland, engineers 
in charge of construction; to Frederick Snare 
Corp. which sunk the foundations; to Corbetta 
Construction Co. which built the anchorages; and 
to the American Bridge Co. which erected the 
towers, spun the cables and is now erecting the 
floor steel. 

Pictures on these pages record some of the 
American Bridge operations which brought cable 
spinning to completion and floor erection into the 
spotlight. An article presenting these operations in 
detail will be published in the near future.

ss WHEN CABLE SPINNING BEGAN Sept. 13, an 
unusually efficient equipment layout was available. This view 
is dominated by the floating-sheave tower through which 
wires from the reels are reeved before going to the spinning 
wheel. The floating sheave maintains uniform tension in the 
wire as it is pulled out by the spinning wheel; as the sheave 
rises it picks up a counterweight chain which increases the 
tension and thus accelerates the reel to running speed. The 
reels are mounted on non-friction bearings and are not 
driven by motors.

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Todd Dies, Builder 
Of Rockefeller Center 


Other deaths include A. F. 
Theard, New Orleans drainage 
designer, and F. H. Olmstead 


James M. Topp, who retired about 
two years ago from membership in 
the New York contracting firm of 
Todd, Robertson & Todd, died Jan. 5 
at his summer home in Boothbay Har- 
bor, Maine. Todd’s firm, before it dis- 
solved upon his retirement, had an 
important part in the building of 
Rockefeller Center in New York City. 

Todd was a graduate of Beloit Col- 
lege and Northwestern University and 
for some years practiced medicine in 
the West. In 1896 he entered the build- 
ing business in New York in partner- 
ship with his brother in the Center 
Realty Co., which built a number of 
apartment, hotel and office buildings. 
Upon the retirement of his brother in 
1916, Todd entered partnership with 
Hugh F. Robertson and three years 
later formed the firm of Todd, Irons 
& Robertson, building the Cunard 
Building and a number of other struc- 
tures. In 1922 the Todd, Robertson & 
Todd firm was formed and erected the 
Graybar Building, the Ritz Tower, 
the Postum Building, and the Hotel 
Barclay. 

In 1928, the firm, together with Todd 
and Brown, Inc., contracted for the 
building and management of Rockefel- 
ler Center, a project on which Todd 
was very active until his retirement. 


AtrreD F. TuHearp, 73, general 
superintendent of the New Orleans 
Sewerage and Water Board, died in 
New Orleans Jan. 2. He had been con- 
nected with drainage work in New Or- 
leans since 1895. Theard began his 
first engineering work in 1881 as a 
draftsman for A. F. Wrotnowski and 
eight years later he began to practice 
privately. In 1893 he joined the staff 
of the city of New Orleans as a drafts- 
man on a topographical survey of the 
city, and in 1895 he was appointed 
chief draftsman on drainage work. 
Three years later he was made office 
engineer in charge of this work, and 
upon the formation in 1903 of the New 
Orleans sewerage and water board he 
kept the same post, becoming first 
assistant engineer in 1907 and princi- 
pal assistant engineer in 1914. He held 
the latter post until 1935 when he be- 
came general superintendent. Theard 
was one of the organizers and a past 
president of the Louisiana Engineer- 
ing Society. 


Frank H. Oxtmsteap, former city 
engineer of Los Angeles, member of 
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the Flood Control: Commission of Los 
Angeles County, and a civilian member 
of the Army Engineer board for flood 
control on the Mississippi River, died 
Jan. 5 at Glendale, Calif., aged 80. 
Until within a few days of his death, he 
had been active as a consultant on a 
number of California projects. In his 
early years, Olmstead was active in 
the construction of the Mexican Cen- 
tral Ry. 


B. M. Proctor, 32, and H. F. Ul- 
mer, 28, engineers for the South 
Carolina highway department, were 
drowned Jan. 1 when their automobile 
broke through barricades on the un- 
completed 13th St. bridge across the 
Savannah River at Augusta, Ga.

A crmnc in order “to provide a basis 
for study,” Chairman Bland of the 
House Merchant Marine Committee, 
has introduced two bills, one calling 
for construction of the Nicaraguan 
Canal at a tentative maximum cost of 
$300,000,000 and another for construc- 
tion of a third set of locks for the 
Panama Canal.

Scenery protection 


An unusual provision in the contract 
prohibits the sale of power by the city 
to any industry which might destroy 
the scenic beauty of the surrounding 
region.

Contractor claims right to 
specify higher of his two low bids 
be used 


Determination of the legality of a 
bid, entered subject to conditions, en 
a federal project is sought in a suit 
brought in the federal court at Little 
Rock by the Edward E. Morgan Co. of 
Jackson, Miss., against the U. S. Dis- 
trict Engineer at West Memphis, Ark. 

The Morgan company submitted two 
sets of bids Nov. 2 for construction of 
1,472,000 cu.yd. of levee embankment 
on the north bank of the Arkansas 
River between Plum Bayou and Gil- 
lette, Ark. Individual bids were sub- 
mitted on three items, and in addition 
a combination bid covering all three 
was submitted. The bids specified that 
if the individual bids were low, the 
combination bid was to be disregarded. 
Total of the individual bids was $137,- 
000, while the combination bid was 
$108,000. 

The individual bids, the complainant 
states, were lower than any other bids 
submitted, but the government offered 
the contract at the combination bid 
price. When the company refused to 
accept the contract at this price, the 
government prepared to award the con- 
tract to another bidder and also pre- 
pared to file claim against payment to 
the Morgan company on other federal 
contracts which it holds. 

In the present suit the company 
asked the court to compel the district 
engineer to award it the contract and 
also to prevent the government from 
filing claims against other work now 
being carried out by the Morgan 
company. 


Governor Nice Highway 
Loses Its Name 


The name of the Governor Nice 
Highway in Maryland, which runs from 
Baltimore to Havre De Grace and will 
eventually run to the Delaware line to 
connect with the du Pont Highway, 
has been changed to Philadelphia 
Road, U.S. 40. The federal Bureau ot 
Public Roads has notified the state 
road commission that a PWA rule put 
into effect in September, 1937, prohibits 
naming any project for a living per- 
son.

Encineentnc construction awards for 
the week, $119,726,000, are the highest 
since May 15, 1930, and 180 per cent 
above the volume for the corresponding 
1938 week. 

Construction awards for the two 
weeks of 1939 total $206,721,000, an in- 
crease of 126 per cent over the volume 
for the first two weeks last year. 

Public construction for the week is 
the highest on record, and 309 per 
cent above the 1938 week. PWA con- 
struction getting under way is re- 
sponsible for the record public total. 
Private awards are 37 per cent below 
a year ago. 

Public buildings, at $38,748,000, 
reached the highest weekly volume 
recorded by ENR. Sixteen large projects 
in 13 states, totalling $17,800,000, are 
responsible for this record. Five large 
projects in 5 states, totalling $11,200,-

New capital for construction pur- 
poses for the week totals $10,493,000, a 
5 per cent gain over the volume for the 
corresponding 1938 week. The current 
week’s new financing is made up of 
$9,993,000 in state and municipal 
bonds, and $510,000 in corporate secur- 
ity issues. 

New construction financing for the 
two weeks of 1939, $35,150,000, is 113 
per cent above the volume for the first 
two weeks last year.
